The county jail prisoner who en- 
joyed twenty-one months of liberty af- 
ter fleeing the county jail on Septem- 
ber 29, 1936, in company with two 
others, appeared in Superior Court 
Thursday morning for arraignment 
without counsel.

Fay was then arraigned on two in- 
dictments found by the county grand 
jury in December of 1936. The first 
charged jailbreaking, to which he 
pleaded guilty. 

The second indictment was in two 
counts, and charged burglary of a 
building of the Union Paving Com- 
pany near Strawberry, in one count; 
and grand theft, in the stealing of a 
quantity of dynamite, caps and fuses, 
in the other count. To these the de- 
fendant pleaded guilty. 

After testimony by Sheriff George 
M. Smith that the building burglarized 
was not a place of habitation, and 
that the defendant was not armed in 
the burglary, the court determined the 
burglary to have-been a burglary of the 
second degree. 

Judge Thompson, who had set Mon- 
day at ten o'clock as the time for pass- 
ing sentence in the jailbreaking, order- 
ed that sentence on the burglary and 
grand theft pleas would also be passed 
at the same time.

Nephew Of Placerville Woman 
Succumbs Following Accident 
Wednesday Afternoon 


George Wallace, 11, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Wallace, of Sacramento, 
and a nephew of Mrs. Philip Frost, of 
Placerville, passed away at Placerville 
Sanitorium Wednesday night as a re- 
sult of injuries received in an auto- 
mobile accident earlier in the day. 


The body was removed to Memory 
Chapel and was to be taken to Sacra- 
mento Thursday afternoon for funerai 
services and interment. 


The boy suffered fractures of the 
right thigh and lower leg, and a brok- 
en right heel, abrasions of the left leg 
and multiple cuts and bruises in po ac- 
cident on the Mosquito road near the 
Miller place about a mile from the city 
limits shortly after 2 o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Two cars figured in 
the crash, a machine driven by A. L.
